the rate of discount at the Bank

In the following week a great shock te credit and a consequent 
demand on the Bank of Kngland for discounts arose, 1 
failure of the Liverpoo] Borough Bank. 
were largely held by the e bill brokers and London. 
| The effects of this and other failures, however, up to this time, 
| had not occasioned any alarming pressure on the resources of 
the Bank, or great disquietude in commercial affairs in London. 
On the 5th of November the reserve was 2.944,000/, the bullion 
in the issue department 7,919,000/, and the deposits 17,265,000,. 
The rate of discount was advanced to 9 per cent., and on the 
10th of November to 10 per cent. 

The continental drain for gold had ceased, the American 
demand had become unimportant, and there was at that 
little apprehension that the Bank issues would be inadequate to 
meet the necessities of commerce within the le galised sphere of 
their circulation. : :

The public became alarmed, large deposits accumulated in the 
Benk of England, money-dealers having vast sums lent to them 
upon call were themselves obliged to resort to the Bank of E ng- 
land for increased supplies, and for some days nearly the whole of 
the requirements of commerce were thrown on the Bank. Thus, on 
the 12th, it discounted and advanced to the amount of 2,373,000], 
which still left a reserve at night of 581,000/. 

Such was the state of the Bank of England accounts on the 12th, 
the day of the publication of the letter from the Treasury. The 
demand for discounts and advances continued to increase till the 
21st, when they reached their maximum of 21,616,0002. 

The public have also required a much larger quantity of notes 
than usual at this season, the amount in their hands having risen 
on the 21st to 21,554,000, 

lhe Bank have, since the 12th, under the authority of the letter 
from the lreasury, issued 2,000,000 of notes in excess of the 
limits of tie circulation prescribed by the Act of 1844, and have 
passed securities to the issue department to that amount. 

That, however, is not the measure of the amount 
parted with by the Bank, which has not exceeded 
remainder of the 2,000,000 having been retained as a reserve of 
notes in the banking department, which, at the same time, also 
held 407,0207 in cvin. 

We subjoin a stat tement of accounts from the 11th November to 
the 28th inclusive, from which it will be apparent that the Bank 
continued to meet all demands for discounts and advances, on ap- 
proved securities, to remedy the commercial discredit and distress 
mentioned in your letter of the 12th instant, ‘ as occasioned by 
the recent failure of certain joint stock banks in England and Scot- 
land, as well as cf certain large mercantile firms chiefly connected 
with the American trade,” and aggravated by the subsequent em- 
barrassment of jarge joint stock banks. 

In discounts and advances, the sum supplied to the public be- 
tween the 12th November and Ist December amounted in the ag-

BIRMINGHAM LIVE-STOCK SHOW. 


THE great annual show of cattle and poultry which takes place at 
Birmingham, has this year been so arranged as not to clash with 
the metropolitan show of the Smithfield Club. Doubtless many 
prizes at Birmingham wiil re-ap- 
pear in the Baker street show of next week. ‘The birmiogham 
show doves not comprise implements as the metropolitan exhibi- 
tion does, but then, as a set-off, the provincial show includes 
poultry. No less a sum than 1,200/ was distributed in prizes. 
The entries of stock were larger than last year by head ; being 
135 beasts. 53 sheep, and 103 pigs. 

In the lists of exhibitors and prize-winners we recognise most 
of the names of well-known breeders ef the various kinds of stock 
for which prizes are given at our great stock exhibitions. 

The success of a cattle show in England, wheresoever it may 
be held, depends entirely apon the support these principal 
breeders may afford it. Shorthorns, Hereford, and Devons seldom 
produced better specimens th»n were shown at Birmingham. 
There were also some good Scotch and Welsh beasts. 

The Longhorns still linger in some out of the way places of the 
midland counties, and we find there is class for this breed at 
Birmingham. Every stock-breeder knows that they have gone 
out of fashion because they have bee n supplanted by a better sort, 
viz., the Shorthorns. 

In sheep the show was less strong than in cattle. A considera- 
ble proportion consisted of Downs. ‘The 
have beaten the cross-breeds by tak ng the extra prize 
few long-wools were very good.

His life isa short and sad one; but, relie ‘ed by the hopefulness 
of his disposition, and borne with a firm mind, it has nothing of 
that morbid melancholy which throws such a gloomy shade over 
the life of his friend and fellow-labourer, Gerald Griffin. It 
claims our admiration for the picture it gives of a resolute man 
working his way up through poverty and ill-health to a high

Tus is asimple littletale, bearing a rather too obvious moral. There 

is nothing very new in the plot. There is a rich old usurious 
uncle; a nephew devoted to art and poetry; a lovely young 
lady, of course betrothed to the nephew; and finally a vil- 
lanous clerk who forges a will, reduces the hero to the brink 
of starvation, and who is only prevented from marrying his 
betrothed by the fortunate interference of the police magistrates, 
| by whom heis carried off from the very altar to the higher des- 
tiny that awaits him, asa punishment for his misdeeds. These 
are the materials of the tale, which might nevertheless have 
been made interesting by a more careful filling up; but there 
is a rawness and want of finish about it, a hardness of outline 
and want of shading in the characters, which is scarcely 
atoned for by the good spirit and intentions which pervades 
the work. We should have preferred, too, that Berthold’s 
fame and fortune had been made more dependent on his own 
talents and exertions, and not hung so entirely on the re- 
coveryjof his uncle’s ill-got gold. Perhaps, however, it may be 
more true to nature as it stands. ‘Though not likely to offer 
any serious resistance to the universal passion for money, 
this little book may afford a pleasant enough hour's reading 
over the winter fire.

(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, Thursday. 

In presence of the numerous and formidable bankruptcies that 
| the commercial crisis has occasioned in London, Hamburg, 
| Vienna, Berlin, Stockholm, and numerous other places, it is not 
| without interest to put those that have been declared in Paris 
‘during the past fortnight :—Tuesday, 17th November, 5 ; W:d- 
| nesday, 18th, 2; Thursday, 19th,1; Friday, 20th, 6; Saturday, 
| 2ist, none ; Monday, 23rd, 3; Tuesday, 24th, 3; Wednesday, 
| 25th, 3; Thursday, 26th, none; Friday, 27th, 5; Saturday, 28th, 
| none; Monday, 30th, 1; ‘Tuesday, Ist December, 5. The num- 
ber declared yesterday and to-day have not yet been published. 
The totai for the fortnight from the 17th November to the Ist 
December, both inclusive, is then only 34. Thisnumber is not at 
| all beyond the usual average, and it is actually three less than in 
| the corresponding fortnight of last year. Of the 34 bankruptcies, 
| not fewer than 24 are of dealers in second clothes, milk dealers, 
| tailors, artificial flower makers, cabinet makers, reticule makers, 
| watch makers, gilders, skin dealers, jeweliers, fringe makers, pub- 
| lic-house keepers, lodging-house keepers, tovol makers, vinegar 
| Makers, cap makers, wood dealers, fruiterers, carpenters, or dea- 
lers in ready-made linen—that is to say, only petty traders; 1 is of 
a company for making paste-board, of no great importance; the 
rest are of ‘‘ merchants,” *‘ exporters,” or ‘commission agents.” 
| It isreally surprising that Parisian trade bears up so well amidst 
the wreck and ruin that are occurring on all sides. Is its doing 
80 to be considered a proof that it is far more solid than was 
generally thought ?—or that its time has not yet come—that, in 
| fact, it is enjoying the calm which proverbially precedes the storm ? 
I will not take on myself to answer these questions; but I hear 
| everybody complaining that traders en masse are suffering very 
severely from the prevailing crisis,—that many are tottering on 
the brink of failure,—and that many more have begun to ‘set 
their houses in order,” by restricting their ventures and largely 
reducing their personal expenditure. It must, besides, be remem- 
bered that the close of the year always presents certain difficulties. 

I have not before me a complete list of the bankruptcies at 
Havre, Lyons, and other large towns; but there is no reason to 
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believe that they are either extraordinarily numerous or impor- 
tant. Nevertheless, the situation everywhere causes straits and 
creates anxiety. This seems to be particularly the case at Havre. 
At Lyons the number of workmen out of employ is so great as 
to cecasion much alarm, and the authorities have deemed it neces- 
sary to take military precautions.

The formation of a railway from Lille to Strasbourg has been | 


definitively resolved on, and it is said that the line is about to be 
conceded to the Northern, the Eastern, and the Ardennes Com- 
panics, whose lines it places in communication. ‘Lhe line wiil 
touch at several towns which are not without commercial im- 
portance, and it will not be devoid of advantage to England by 
facilitating her commercial relations, such as they are, with 
Southern and Central Germany. 


The receipts of the railways do not improve. Tor the week 
ending the 18th (the last made up) the receipts of the Orleans 
line presented a diminution of 22} per cent. compared with those 
of the corresponding week of last year; of the Western Railway, 
of 44; the Eastern, 4}; the Mediterranean, 14}; and the 
Southern, 172 :—the Northern, on the contrary, showed an increase 
of rather more than }. 

A new creation of shares by the Orleans Railway is considered 
probable at an early period :—the capital they would represent is 
required for the execution of embranchments conceded.

A question of considerable commercial importance has begun to 
be ‘‘ ventilated ’:—it is, that great relief would be afforded to 
commerce if the Bank of France would consent to discount bills 


with two, instead of not less than three signatures, as at present. | 


The great bulk of traders get their discounts done by private bankers 
and discounters, and these persons, in their turn, get the bills re- 
discounted by the Bank,—attaching, of course, their signatures to 
them. Practically, therefore, they are only intermediaires be- 
tween the traders and the Bank, and they of course charge the 
former more or less heavily for giving the guarantee of their 
signatures to the latter. If the Bank would content itself with 
two signatures, it would not only relieve trade from these inte - 
mediaires, but would, it is thought, cause greater facilities to be

Every reader may not know that the sovereign 
is the coined piece of which the pound sterling is the money of account. 
| A simple calculation in the rule of three, therefore, determines that the 
| equivalent of the pound sterling is dols 4 86 65-100 of our currency. 
| Thus, as 23.22-100 is to one so is 113 to dols 4 8665-100. But the 
English, through all the variations of the mint Jaws, here and elsewhere

One report from Melbourne says:—There bas been some depression of 
trade of late owing to the large imports, both as compared with the 
exports and with the imports of 1856. Up to the 5th of September 
the imports in 1856 were 8,422,534/; this year they amount to 
10,335,008/, or an increase of nearly 2,000,000/. Our purchasing power, 
on the other hand, has rather decreased, the exports this year being, to 
the same date, 9,671,331/ against 10,141,323/7 last year, being a decrease 
of nearly halfa million. The production of gold is decidedly increasing, 
in the face of some very unfavourable circumstances. In the early part 
of the year there was reason to believe that the export of the year would | 
be considerably less than that of 1856. The extreme dryness of the 
winter was very unfavourable to many of the goldfields, Latterly, 
however, the escort returns have been more favourable. In the last 13 
weeks we have received by escort 632,284 ounces, against 583,888 ounces 
last year, being an increase of nearly 50,000 ounces. The shipping

No- 
thing doing in sugar for Great Britain. Rice remains unaltered. Salt- | 
petre in increased demand, but at lower prices. Littie doing in silk for 
want of stocks. Corahs in good request, but high prices prevent much 
business being done. No change in hides. An active inquiry prevails 
for jute, and large sales have been effected. Linseed continues to attract 
attention. Exchange on London—The market for the present mail 
opened at 2s 2}d for six months’ sight first-class credits; but since the 
rates have taken upon an upward tendency. We now quote credits at 
2s 2éd, and documents at 2s 24d to 2s 23d per rupee. On China some 
transactions took place first at 210r and subsequently at 213r per 100 
dols, at which the market closes. On Singapore some business has been 
done at 210r. From Bombay we have received the following report, 
forwarded by Messrs Wallace and Co.:—Favourable accounts of the 
prospects of the harvest are still received from all districts of the coun- 
try, and have combined with the encoursging aspect of political affairs to 
strengthen greatly our import market, placing the values of Manchester 
fabrics, in which the transactions have again been large, more nearly on 
a level with the greatly increased costs in England. Transactions in ex- | 
ports have taken place to a fair extent, and for our great staple cotton, 
unheard of prices have been paid. The re-opening of our trade since 
the close of the monsoon has caused considerable exports of specie to 
the various di-tricts whence we draw our supplies of produce, about 
4,000,006r having probably been so disposed of during the past month; 
whilst about 3,500,000r were further despatched by two steamers to 
Calcutta about a fortnight since. Greatly improved accounts of the posi- 
tion of money matters at Calcutta have checked further shipments of 
bullion in that direction, the steamer of lst instant having taken but a 
trivial quantity. Our money market from the above causes, and from 
the more liberul supplies of cotton, opium, and other produce now arriv- 
ing, is more active, and capital does not lay idle in the bazaar, where 
terms of accommodation have slightly advanced ; the bank rates remain 
the same and an easy feeling still prevails, but with increased transac- 
tions in exports there seems every probability of somewhat higher 
demands.
